wet and cold than from the effects 
of actual frost. Some of the best young 
plants of the choicer kinds should be 
reserved for potting and frame culture, re 
by which means early flowers are Fá 
obtained. Pot plants require very little 
water during winter, but particular care 
is necessary to protect them from insect 
pests. Good drainage, firm se and 
a sound, loamy compost are the essentials 
of success in the management of this 
deservedly popular border flower.

The defendant, said Mr. Byrne, was the 
wife of a groom, and had been telling fortunes 
for some time at fétes held for charitable 
objects. She was willing to give an undertak- 
ing to give up the practice of telling fortunes 
at her home. 

Inspector Beggs said that he would be 
satisfied with this. The reason why the case 
was brought was that girls of the servant type 
were in -the habit of going to the defendant, 
and when they were told that they would 
get a lot of money at the end of the 
year they invested in sweepstake tickets 
for the purpose of making the prophecy come 
true, In this way they spent more money than 
they otherwise would. The defendant was 
making a business out of the telling of 
fortunes. 

The District Justice bound the defendant to 
be of good behaviour in her own bail of £5. 
He said that the telling of fortunes as a 
business was a different thing from telling 
fortunes at a sale of work, or at a place that 
was attended only by people who were ready 
to spend money in the interests of charity, 
and where fortune-telling only was one of 
the means provided for the spending of their

IRISHMAN'S DIAR 
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A Wicklow Charm 


Harvesi-T ime 


Motoring through the by-roads of Co. 
Wicklow, in the Ashford district, the other 
day, the breath of harvest-time seemed to 
be in the air. In most places fields of 
oats lay white and ready for the busy 
reaper and binder in the very near future. 
In most parts of the country the fifteenth 
of this month is considered an early date 
on which to start harvesting sage ta he. 
and, as a rule, a spirit of friendly rivalry 
exists between farmers as to. who. would be 
able to cut the first sheaf before ‘that date. 
It would appear, however, that in many 
localities this year the*corn is likely ‘to 
have ripened even earlier, due, no doubt, 
to the long spell of warm, dry weather 
following a wet spring-time. Perhaps it 
is for this reason also that many trees are 
already showing decided patches of 
autumnal colouring, and the hedgerows 
that so recently boasted gay wild flowers 
against a fresh green background are now 
parched white, and, where the roads are 
not steam-rolled, are covered thickly with 
vellow dust. The holiday-maker who 
forsakes the traffic-burdened highway ‘for 
the more secluded lanes of the countryside 
may avoid a goodly share of petrol- 


‘propelled vehicles, but it is doubtful 


whether he benefits much by his choice, 
when one takes into consideration the 
quantity of thick yellow dust for which Co. 
Wicklow is famous, that rises in a vast 
blinding cloud to herald the approach of 
a fellow-motorist who has made a like 
choice. , 


The Apple Crop 


A farmer friend tells me that a stroll in 
his orchard is most depressing at the 
moment. Many apple trees which in 
former years were laden with fruit are 
virtually bare. There was a glorious dis- 
play of blossom in the spring, and the 
beautiful summer weather experienced in 
early May gave every promise of a bumper 
season. Unfortunately, the snow and frost 
of mid-May caused extensive damage to 
the early varieties. The later varieties, 
however, escaped disaster, and, while the 
fruit is small, it will be comparatively 
plentiful, provided there is no stormy 
weather in the autumn. 


Water Hens 


Coots or waterhens are usually considered 
the shyest of birds, and it is only on the 
rarest occasions that one is able to get 
anything like a close view of them. How- 
ever, I once heard of a pair of them 
taking up their abode in the precincts 
of a hen-run, where in winter time a fair- 
sized stream of water ran beneath over- 
hanging shrubs. When food supplies were 
at a premium these uninvited tenants 
frequently joined the fowl at meal time, 
but with the drying up of the stream in 
the warmer weather they took their 
departure. It was with considerable sur- 
prise I noticed in a country laneway the 
other day a mother coot with two half- 
grown chicks to all appearances thoroughly 
at their ease in the midst of some dozen 
farmyard fowls, belonging to a little hold- 
ing near by. A pool of fresh water almost 
spanned the narrow laneway, but this fact

eedingly unusual tameness that they dis- 
played, hardly troubling to move out of 
the way of an oncoming car, and, if any- 
thing, showing less apprehension at the 
ppproach of human beings than did their 
fmore domesticated companions, 


Irish HCarble 


Irish marble, writes a correspondent, is 
Wery much in the news at present on 
f@ccount of the suggestion or proposal to 
use it in the interior decoration of the new 
Catholic Cathedral of Liverpool. There 
g@re some very fine specimens of it to be 
geen in the vestibule of the Board of 
Works, St. Stephen’s Green, ‘where 
fashioned and polished slabs of it from 
several Irish counties cover the walls. 
Black marble has been worked or found 
in at least twelve Irish counties; the main 
deposits being in Kilkenny and Galway. 
Dr. Gerald Boate recorded in 1652 that 
many houses in Kilkenny were built of 
marble and whole streets paved with it. 
The blackest marble, I am told, comes 
from Galway, which sends most of its 
output to Great Britain. Some good 
black marble has also been found in 
County Limerick. The “ Broken Treaty 
Stone *2 is a rough block from an old local 
marble quarry. Red and _ variegated 
marbles occur in several counties, and are 
worked chiefly in Cork and Limerick. 
Irish red marble was used in the Liverpool 
Exchange, the Manchester Exchange, and 
the Museum, Oxford. The green marble 
of Connemara is perhaps one of the best- 
known marbles, not only in this country, 
but abroad, for it has been extensively 
msed for decorative purposes in all parts 
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of the world. Great Britain and Canada 
are the main chief countriés to which 
Irish marble is e direct. Our im- 
ports of marble—whith, strangely enough, 
considerably exceed jn value our exports— 
come mainly from Italy, ium and 
Great Britain (re-exports), With a very 
heavy duty now on imported marble, the 
requiréments of the home market should 
soon be met from home resources. 


Station Interlude . 


One evening recently. (writes a corre- 
spondent), having arrived at a Dublin 
railway station too early for train by 
which it was my intention to travel, I was 
obliged to spend ten minutes, waiting in 
the gloomy precincts. The place, seemed 
to be almost deserted, and I was wonder- 
ing why a railway terminus should be so 
much more depressing than a harbour or 
an aerodrome, when I suddenly heard in 
the distance the kind of laughter which 
ripples from an audience during a popular 
music-hall turn. Towards the end of the 
platform about a dozen railway porters 
were seated on luggage trucks listening 
eagerly to a youngster of about fourteen 
who carried a tray containing chocolates, 
cigarettes. etc. The boy, who seemed to 
possess the natural vivacity of a born 
actor, was relating with great relish 
various episodes he had seen at the 
“pictures.” The adventures of Messrs. 
Laurel and Hardy, Buster Keaton and 
Harold Lloyd were recounted with an 
enthusiasm which was really a remarkable 
tribute to those comedians. As the youth- 
ful narrator recalled the various films 
which he had seen, he provided us with 
imitations of his favourites, so convincing. 
that the small audience was convulsed 
with merriment. Unfortunately, the 
entertainment was cut short by the arrival 
of the train and the appearance of a burly 
inspector, who scattered the group and 
diverted the shrill voice of the impromptu 
impersonator to the crying of his wares. 


The Writing on the Roof 


Trish politicians cannot complain of any 
lack of publicity. All sorts of surfaces are 
chosen for the display of party propa- 
ganda, with a decided leaning towards 
tarred roads and smooth walls: I have, 
however, seen a fervent confession of faith 
upon the roof of a midland cottage. In a 
railway compartment on a local line I saw 
upon the inside of the roof a demonstra- 
tion and counter-demonstration of political 
opinion that must stand alone for sheer 
determination and doggedness.

lf it were more widely known that farm- 
house or other accommodation was available 
for fishermen or holiday-makers the number of 
visitors. at uch places would steadily in- 
crease, without in any way interfering with 
those who take adavntage of the recognised 
hotels. Where there are no hotels, licensed 
premises often afford the required accommoda- 
tion. i 

Any extension of the tourist traffic in this 
‘direction can be obtained only by advertis- 
}ing and other forms of publicity, together 
with the adoption of business me s on the 

rt of those who expect to gain. Letters of 
inquiry should be answered promptly and 
fully. Otherwise visitors may come along in 
the hope of finding accommodation, only to 
meet with disappointment.

ELECTRICITY APPLIED 
TO FENCING 


Áoninóiiee sú 
** TOUCHES '' RECORDED 
BY APPARATUS 


A remarkable new electrical apparatus was 
used to record “ touches ” in the International 
Fencing Tournament, which started at Vichy 
yesterday, says Reuter. 

The apparatus consists of a small box con- 
taining batteries and surmounted by two 
small electric lights and a bell. From a 
bobbin in this two cables run to right and 
left, to each end of the floor. The wire from 
this bobbin is attached to the waist of the 
fencer, and then runs under his vest and 
sleeve in a wire called the body-wire, which, 
on the sword itself, is branched to a tiny 
donble wire that runs the length of the blade 
hollow, ending at the contact point. The 
pressure of this point on an opponent’s body 
closes the circuit, causing a lamp to light 
and the ringing of a bell. The light shows 
the touch has made, and the bell stops 
action on the floor. If there are simultaneous 
touches both lights show at the same moment. 
If there are two touches at an interval, the 
lighting of the first light annuls the second 
contact.

Here is what one of the chief officials of 
the Metropolitan Civic Guards said: “I 
have not any statistics available, but in my 
opinion there does not seem to be any 
increase, While the police at all times have 
done their utinost to discourage gambling, 
especially among the young, we are not 
making what one might. call ‘‘ an offensive ” 
at the moment. Where possible, the police 
bring prosecutions. The younger people are 
more attracted to the automatic machines 
than to games of skill, such as cards, and 


the Pas on "ge oceasions have prose- 
cuted the owners of these machines when it 
was discovered that they were operated 
purely on the basis of chance. If this sort 
of gambling is on the increase it is only 


because the number of these machines has 
increased.”’ 


_IN SOUTH DUBLIN 


One discovery that was made by the Jrish 
Times reporter, however, was that gambling 
among the young was more common in South 
Dublin than in the North city. Peculiar ex- 
planations for this were given. For instance, 
it. was ns Frog that gamblers—those con- 
ducting card “ schools '” and games of pitch 
and toss—had predilections for old wall- 
steads and disused buildings. They are 
mm common in the southern end of the 
city. 


_.One resident in South Dublin said: “There 
is no doubt about the increased prevalence 
of gambling among the young. y after 


day during the present suinmer I have seen 
groups of young men and boys playing cards 
and pitch and toss. I cannot for a moment 
imagine where they get the money to gamble. 
á sain ag boys who could not be more 

an twelve or thirteen years of age playin 
cards. They probably are following. the 
example of the grown-ups, who spend most 
of their time at the game. I think it would 
be a good thing for the young if card 
‘schools’ were conducted in some enclosed 
place, where they would be kept from the 
notice of the younger people.”’ 


MACHINE. GAMBLING 


The fact cannot be questioned. that in 
several of the Dublin seaside resorts the 
number of automatic gaming machines have 
increased, Any evening numbers of young 
boys and girls can be seen suniaedatin 
these machines, which have been constructe 
for profit—otherwise they would not be 
there. The Guards, the /Jrish Times re- 
porter was told, have power to summon the 
owners of these machines where it has been 
demonstrated. that no skill is required. 
Inquiries at the courts, however, show that 
there have not been many cases brought. 
The difficulty experienced by the police is 
that numerous establishments, more or less 
of a private character, possess these machines. 
Pitch and toss is also an offence under the 
Gaming Acts.

THE ANCIENT ABYSSINIANS.

Str,—Your issue of the 8th August con- 
tained an interesting reference to the colonisa- 
tion of Southern Arabia and, ossibly, also 
of what is now Southern Rhodesis, by 
| Abyssinians in ancient times. i 
While it is generally admitted that for 
centuries the natives of South Central Africa 
worked the surface for geld, there is cir- 
cumstantial evidence that in a more remote 
past. gold-mining was practised by a people 
who were skilled engineers—able to ‘sink 
shafts and drive tunnels deep into the rocky 
matrix. The workings of these ancients still 
exist. Many a busy modern Rhodesian. mine 
is merely the continuation, at depth, of these 
prehistoric workings. 
One factor, and one only, seems to have 
heaten these old miners. They had no know- 
ledge of pumps; for when they reached under- 
ground water they had to stop. 
The Pheenicians were the great navigators 
of the past, how great we are only now 
beginning to realise. From the first Book of 
Kings we know that Hiram, the Phoenician, 
brought gold from Ophir, and that Solomon 
had.“ traffic of the spice merchants of all the 
Kings of Arabia.” The Queen of Sheba (or 
Saba, in South Arabia) gave Solomon “ one 
hundred and twenty talents of gold.” 
“For the king,” we read, “had at 
sea a navy. of Tarshish with a navy 
of Hiram: once in three years came 
the navy of 'Tarshish bringing gold and 
silver, ivory and apes and peacocks.’’ Where 
did that navy go during those voyages! 
The peacocks suggest India, but all the other 
items could have come from South-Kast 
Africa. The whereabouts of Ophir is unknown. 
Many think it was in South Arabia. It seems 
to have been a great emporium, like London 
to-day, where goods from various sources 
were collected and distributed. SA 
Did the merchant princes of Sabea import 
skilled Asiatic miners to supervise the work 
of the African natives in what was once 
Sofala and is now Rhodesia? 
There is, perhaps, a curious botanical clue 
to the riddle. As many of the early European 
explorers noted, there are numerous plants, 
fruits and trees, not indigenous to Africa, 
but of an Indian, or even Malayan, habitat, 
found growing in the neighbourhood of the 
ancient Rhodesian mines. 
This goes to support the theory explicit in 
your article that Southern esia was Once 
a point of contact between Abyssinia aad

Perhaps, another Government 
might have achieved the same results, but 
the likelihood is remote. Britain’s 
necessity in 1931, when the first National 
Government came into office, was steadi- 
ness; and that was precisely what she 
gained from its advent. If the Cabinet 
had been less ‘‘ reactionary ’’—the adjective 
which Mr. Lloyd George employs as a 
term of abuse—it might have been less 
successful. 

Yet Mr. Lloyd George’s charge is by no 
means without foundation. He sees 
farther than most statesmen—farther, it 
may be, than any British statesman of 
to-day—and he refuses to believe that the 
present improvement in his country’s con- 
ditions can be maintained. It is all very 
well, says Mr. Lloyd George, to be rising 
from a pit of distress; Britain had to 
rise, unless she was to be submerged for 
ever. It is another thing to recover the 
prosperity that was hers before the War. 
Roughly, Mr. Lloyd George believes that, 
governed and guided as she is governed 
and guided at present, Britain can return 
only to the position of comparative wealth 
and comparative security that she enjoyed 
in 1928, before she fell victim to the great 
depression. That, however, is not enough, 
There were nearly two millions of unem. 
ployed people in the United Kingdom in 
1928, and, so long as they exist, real 
prosperity cannot exist, A time has come, 
in his view, when British statecraft must 
recognise that a great “push” for 
prosperity will be needed. Looking at the 
world, he sees that Russia, Italy, Germany 
and the United States have been compelled 
to adopt a “ planned '” economy of one 
sort or another. They have dispensed with 


placed in their Governments’ hands an 
increasing measure of control over 
economic, as over political, affairs. What 
these nations have been compelled to do, 
says Mr. Lloyd George, Britain will be 
compelled to do, and she must make up 
her mind to do it as soon as possible... Only 
by a complete and thoroughgoing reform 
of the national economy can she expect 
to abolish unemployment and to face. the 
future with real confidence. Accordingly, 
he has drafted a comprehensive scheme of 
reform, and is prepared to contest the 
forthcoming general election with it. It 
is, admittedly, a costly scheme; but the 
alternative, in the ex-Premier’s view, is a 
continuance of unemployment, with its 
monstrous drain upon the public purse, 
and the existence of a lop-sided and 
unstable economy, which will be unable 
to compete with the highly organised 
systems of the other Great Powers, and 
must lead before very long to Britain’s 
decline and fall.

When they read news of Sir William 
Watson’s death yesterday, many folk must 
have gone to their bookshelves to refresh 
their memories of verse which was noted, 
even in their youth. Those who are 
possessors of “ Wordsworth’s Grave,” or 
of the volume which contains ‘‘ Lachrymae 
Musarum,”’ renewed acquaintance with 
classical tributes to the classics. Re- 
reading “ The Purple East,’’.some recalled 
the Armenian horrors of the ’nineties, and 
were led to wonder whether any English 
poet to-day is preparing to write with the 
same saeva indignatio for Ethiopia. At 
the accession of King Edward VII., 
Watson published what was described 
as ‘“‘ probably the most magnificent 
Coronation Ode ever penned’’; but 
admiration for this piece seems to have 
abated, since it is not quoted now. In 
times of conflict over the Irish question, 
Watson wrote verses in praise of his wife’s 
native land, pleading with his compatriots 
for a generous hearing of ‘the Irish claim; 
Irish readers remember these poems not 
without gratitude. for their counsels of 
reconciliation.

Northern Msghclihaie 


In spite of a rumour which was cir- 
culated in Belfast yesterddy, it appears 
that the application of the Northern 
Ireland magistrates for leave to. appeal 
to the Privy Council has not been rejected, 
‘and that the appeal is to go forward. It 
represents a last determined stand against 
the Northern Government’s decision to 
take away most of the functions of the 
Justices of the Peace in the Six Counties, 
and to transfer them to Resident 
Magistrates—in much the same manner as 
the Free State has transferred: judicial 
functions to the District Justices. From 
the first there has been strong opposition 
from the magistrates themselves, and it 
did not cease even when the new Summary 
Jurisdiction Bill was being debated in the 
Northern Parliament. In the end it was 
decided to appeal to the Privy Council 
against the bill, on the grounds that it was 
ultra vires,. The main argument of the 
magistrates is that the power to make the 
proposed change does not lie with the 
Northern Government, but that it is a 
“reserved function,” and part of the 
Royal prerogative. It remains to be seen 
what force this argument will have with 
the Privy Council, and its effect will be 
awaited anxiously by the Magistrates’ 
Association ; for it represents the last hope 
of retaining their" former powers intact. 
The Northern Government is determined 
to make a change, and it has plenty of 
cause to think that a change is necessary. 
Many of the Justices—perhaps, indeed, 
the great majority—have carried out their 
duties properly, and are naturally resent- 
ful at the implied slur upon ther which 
is contained in the new bill. At the same 
time, there are others who have neglected 
their office grossly, or else abused it, and 
the situation has become so bad that the 
Government hardly can be blamed for its 
decision to make a clean sweep of the whole 
problem.

OBITUARY 


VISCOUNT BRIDGEMAN 


Viscount Bridgeman of Leigh, Governor of 
the B.B.C. since 1933, died at his home in 
Shropshire yesterday. He was seventy, and 
succeeded the late Mr. J. H. Whitley, Chair- 
man of the B.B.C., at the end of March 
this year. Viscount Bridgeman wasa Unionist 
politician, who served his country in many 
directions, notably as Home Secretary and 
as First Lord of the Admiralty. A member 
of an ancient and Sa Shropshire 
family, William Clive Bridgeman was the 
son of the Rev. the Hon. John Robert 
Orlando Bridgeman, third son of the second 
Earl of Bradford. He was returned in 1906 
as the Unionist member for the Oswestry 
Division of Shropshire. For that division 
he sat for twenty-three years, always on the 
happiest terms with the electors. “ Three 
ears’ suffering from arthritis, © which has 
een steadily getting worse,” was the 
principal cause of his decision not to seek 
re-election. Retirement from the House of 
Commons, however, while it involved the 
severance of a long political connection with 
a division of his own county, broke no other 
ties, as Lord Bridgeman’s home was close 
to his old friends and constituents. He was 
given a peerage in 1929, and although he 
was never a prominent member of the House 
of Lords, his years of service were not over. 

After '' uating ” by way of a number 
of minor Ministerial offices, Mr. Bridgeman 
attained Cabinet rank in 1922, when he was 
appointed Home retary. He held that 
office for two years; until the dissolution. 
In Mr. Baldwin’s next administration Mr. 
Bridgeman was included as First Lord of 
the Admiralty.. During his term of office 
the questions of naval armaments and the 
possibility of reduction were very much to 
the fore. In 1927 the First Lord attended 
a conference at Geneva, at which the dele- 
gates of Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan discussed the question of the reduction 
of the size and armament of certain classes 
of warships. It was not found possible. 
however, to sign an agreement. Lord 
Bridgeman rendered useful service in many 
other directions, notably as Chairman of the 
Committee which inquired into the working 
of the Post Office. as a Governor of the 
B.B.C., and as Chairman of Shrewsbury 
School. He was an er Brother of Trinitv 
House and a Fellow of Eton College. In 
early life he won fame in the ciicket field, 
He played for Eton against Harrow at Lords, 
and was given his Cambridge Blue for the 
nteeciony match in 1887. He also played 
for Shropshire and for Staffordshire. It v-as 
appropriate, therefore, that in later life he 
sereen a term of office as President of the

Conservative Plans 


In preparation for the general election, 
steps are being taken to improve the 
organisation of the Conservative Party in 
the sixty-one divisions in London. The 
City of London maintains its own organisa- 
tion, but the sixty other divisions are to 
be arranged i in seven groups, with a head- 
quarters in each group. It has been found 
impossible for prominent speakers to 
address meetings in all the divisions, but 
the new arrangement will enable them to 
held meetings in each of the groups, so 
that no large area is left out. At the next 
election there will be over 3,000,000 voters 
in London—the high>st number ever on 
the registers—and of this number about 
é 706,000 are women. Although August is 
regarded as the close saason for politics, 
the work of reorganisation is being actively 
pursued, and committees are being formed 
in each of the groups. 


The Five-day Week 


‘he Government has turned down the 
Civil Service request for a five-day week, 
ag it does not think the time opportune 
for the change. The proposal was a 
~easonable one, as it provided for no reduc 
tion of working hours, and the time saved 
on Satordays was to be spread over the 
five other days of the week. It was 
further proposed to make special arrange- 
ments for Saturday work to be carried on 
in the Post Office, the C — and Excise, 
etc. The scheme Would apply to all non- 
industrial grades, numbering about 
350,000. It is not intended to let the 
matter rest, and the application is to be 
renewed when additional arguments can be 
adduced in its support. The Government 
probably has been influenced in its 
decision by the fact that the granting of 
the application might be semed as a 
precedent in support oí the demands of 
industry for a five-day week, but without 
the conditions which the civil servants 
attached to their request. 


Underpaid ._Workers 


Conditions of labour in the tailoring 
and garment-workers trades have always 
been bad, and seem to require a great 
deal of adjustment. Revelations at the 
annual meeting of the trade union will 
come as a shock to the public, who have 
been under the impression that the old 
sweating practices, which were so common 
in the East End of London in this line of 
business, had disappeared. There can be 
no doubt that juvenile labour is being 
exploited, especially im connection with 
factories’ which have become mechanised. 
By the introduction of the conveyor-be|t 
system it appears that. operatives turning 
out sports shirts receive the ridiculous|y 
low rate of 3d. for each shirt, while pay- 
ments generally are on a shockingly low 
scale. i“ many instances there is a work- 
ing week of seventy hours. This condition 
of things is not confinéd to: the East End 
of London, but is prevalent in many other 
parts of the country. The union is 
demanding the opeming up of negotiations 
with the employers, and unless drastic 
concessions are made by'the latter a strike 
of these workers all over the country seems 
inevitable. 


Leis Settlement

The two Ministers were entirely at one 
in their deep concern for the preservation 
of peace and the fulfilment of League 
obligations. 

They agreed that the tripartite conversa- 
tions, which officially begin on Friday, 
offer the last chance of a peaceful settle- 
ment before the League meets on Septem- 
ber 4th. If by that date a settlement is 
neither reached nor in sight the League 
Council will have to censider the pro- 
cedure and obligations under the 
Covenant. 

The French Government, it is under- 
stood, has been made acquainted with 
such a plan of economic concessions by 
Abyssinia to Italy as the British Govern.

(1) With the 1906 Treaty guaranteeing 
Abyssinia’s territorial integrity and 
tracing three zones of influence ; and 

(2) With the Italo-Abyssinian Treaty 
of 1928 and the League Covenant. 

The Anglo-Italian Notes which were. ex- 
changed in December, 1925, bartering ex- 
clusive «Italian influence in. Western 
Abyssinia and the construction. of an 
Italian railway -linking< Eritrea’ and 
Italian Somaliland against the protection 
of British. interests in the waters of Lake 
Tsana, the source of the Blue Nile, offer 
a possible basis of negotiation. — 

As far as Lake Tsana is concerned, 
despite all that has been written in the 
Press, that is not the bone of contention 
between Britain and Italy, as Signor 
Mussolini’s Note of December 20th, 1925, 
constitutes a written acknowledgment of 
British special interests.

A strong protest against the action of 
League members in refusing permission 
for exports of munitions to Abyssinia while 
Italy is openly preparing for a war of 
conquest, has been received by the League 
Secretary-General from the Abyssinia 
Government. The protest is dated from

The document says: ‘‘ Notwithstanding 
the adoption of the articles of procedure 
in conformity with the Council’s decision 
of August órd last the Royal Italian 
Government is continuing to send troops 
and ammunition to East Africa. It is 
ceaselessly manufacturing arms and in- 
struments. of war with the solemnly- 
avowed intention of using them against 
the Ethiophian Empire. 

‘There is no manufacture in Ethiopa, 
either public or private, of arms or 
munitions of war, The Imperial Ethiopian 
Government to-day finds it absolutely im- 
possible to obtain means of defence outside 
its own frontiers. Wherever it attempts 
to obtain them it meets with prohibitions 
and export embargoes. 

“Is that real neutrality? Is it just? 
Will the Council remain unmoved in face 
of this situation which is growing steadily 
worse? Will it allow this unequal combat 
to continue between two members of the 
League of Nations, one of which, all- 
powerful, is in a position to employ and 
declares it is employing all its resources 
in preparing for aggression while the 
other, weakly pacific and mindful of its 
international undertakings, is deprived of 
the means of organising the defence of its 
territory and of its very existence, both of 
which are threatened ?

LL is not well with the Northern 
Ireland milk marketing scheme. The 
main object of the scheme was to supply 
to consumers clean, pure milk; to give 
farmers a remunerative price for all 
grades, and to prevent the “liquid milk 
market” from being flooded with milk 
which should, under normal. conditions, 
go to the creameries for the manufacture 
of butter, cream and cheese, 
Under the scheme milk producers were 
called upon to pay a levy according to the 
rade of milk offered for sale, the highest 
evy, ód. per gallon, being imposed upon 
producers of ‘‘Grade C’’ milk. From the 
fund created by this levy payments are 
made. to farmers who supply creameries, 
in order to bring the amount which they 
receive for their milk up to 5d. per 
gallon. 


FREE STATE BUTTER 


Creameries, owing to the present price 
of butter, have not been able to pay 
economically: more than ód. per gallon 


} Jargely owing to the low‘ price of sub- 


‘sidised Free State butter and New Zealand 
butter selling in Northern Ireland. With- 
out the guaranteed price of 5d. per gallon 
farmers in districts remote from Belfast, 
Derry and other towns would send the 
milk into these areas, and flood the milk 
market to such an extent that there would 
be no possibility of maintaining retail 
prices at anything like the present con- 
trolied levels, 

The amount paid to date into the pockets 
of Northern Ireland milk producers under 
these equalisation payments has been in 
the region of £210,000.. But ‘‘Grade C”’ 
producers object to being taxed 3d. per 
allon in order that the money may be 
anded over to other milk producers. They 
declare that the Ministry is making an 
effort to squeeze out ‘‘Grade C’’ pro- 
ducers. 


ARREARS OF LEVY 


In order to become ‘‘ Grade A ” or “B” 
producers it would be necessary, they 
declare, to get plant at a cost of £80 or 
£100, and with their struggle for existence 
they could not afford such a sum. Many 
of these ‘‘Grade C’’. producers have de- 
clined to pay the levy of 3d. per’ gallon, 
and in some instances the arrears, cover- 
ing the period up to the end of June, 
amount to about £100. It is understood 
that a large number of civil bills for the 
estimated amounts due have been issued. 

The Northern Minister of Agriculture 
(Sir Basil Brooke), speaking in the County 
Fermanagh a few days ago, declared that 
the response of the farming .community 
to the milk scheme had been most hearten® 
ing, and that the producers and dis- 
tributors were co-operating to a gratifying 
extent. It is stated, however, in other 
quarters that a large section of “ Grade € ” 
producers are not satisfied with the 
arrangement, They contend that the levy 
should be abolished or reduced. -

The Times observes to-day. in a leading 
article:—At least two incidents this week 
provide welcome relief from the gloomy 
views which are sometimes expressed 
regarding the future of British shipping. 
The largest liner built for the Australian 
service has been commissioned, and she 
sailed yesterday from Southampton on a 
maiden cruise, and to-day the largest 
liner built for the South African route is 
to be launched at Belfast. It is safe to 
say that no finer vessels of their types 
have ever been designed. Such stately 
and useful ships represené the British 
Merchant Navy at its very best. Each 
vessel is destined to become a real link 
between this country and a British nation 
oversea, and it is a matter for genera! 
gratification that the circumstances of 
the two oversea countries justify British 
shipping companies in raising still further 
the standard of their service. 

The Orion, of 24,000 tons gross, con- 
structed for the Orient Line by Vickers- 
Armstrongs at Barrow, is to make her 
first voyage to Australia on September 28. 
Meanwhile she has sailed, with all her 
accommodation booked, on a cruise to the 
Mediterranean and the Near East, and it 
is indicative of the important part which 
pleasure cruises now take in the services 
of British passenger ships that the first 
employment of the new vessel should have 
been of this kind. This engagement is in 
keeping with the policy of the managers, 
who were accustomed to send ships cruis- 
ing many years ago. 

There will be no need, adds The Times, 
to make any change in the colouring of 
the new Union-Castle mail liner with a 
view to brightening her appearance. The 
traditional lavender grey of the Union- 
Castle fleet should be cheerful enough for 
anyone. The Stirling Castle, to be 
launched to-day at the yard of Harland 
and Wolff, is to be of 25,000 tons gross, 
or larger by about 5,000 tons than the 
biggest of the existing ships of the fleet. 
Some of the vessels of the Union-Castle 
Line now have two funnels; in two ships 
there are four. The Stirling Castle is to 
have only one streamlined funnel, and, as 
she is a motor vessel, this funnel can be 
With a curved, rounded ster 
and a cruiser stern, her appearance will 
also be exceptional—at any rate, until she 
is joined in the service by a similar vessel 
which is now being built at Belfast. These 
two ships form part of an important ship- 
building programme, including two fast 
vessels constructed solely for the carriage 
of fruit from South Africa, which have 
been delivered recently, and two inter- 
mediate passenger and cargo vessels now 
under construction. The design of all these 
ships, in fact, reflects the immense advance 
made within recent years in the fruit- 
growing industry of South Africa, for 
which the great market lies in these 
islands. The strides already made suggest 
that, with increased purchasing power due 
to better industrial earnings, the consump- 
tion of fruit by the population of the 
United Kingdom can be expanded further, 
with a gain to health and to the advan- 
tage of the growers.

TEMPERANCE LEADERS' 


VIEWS 


Mr. Isaac Foot, M.P. for Bodmin, dis- 
cussing the question of alcohol and road 
deaths at the National Temperance Summer

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PEOPLE CAMPING ABOVE 
OVADA 
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Fraom REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT, 
OVADA, Wednesday. 


XTRAORDINARY scenes of nic 

broke out in Ovada this morning follow- 
ing the report that another dam above the 
town had been broken by the flood waters 
and that a repetition of yesterday’s 
terrible disaster, in which hundreds of 
men, women and children lost their lives, 
might be anticipated. 

In a moment the anxious crowds who 
had gathered in the SEA base 
and streets, and outside the flood-swept 
houses, scattered in terror and started 
racing up the hillside above the town for 
refuge. Thousands of persons were 
affected by the panic, believing that at 
any moment another column of water 
might sweep down upon them, and hear- 
ing once again the roar of the flood water 
in their ears. 

Guards have been posted over the second 
dam and a close watch is being kept so 
that the alarm may be given, if necessary, 
in time for the inhabitants to make good 
their escape. Many have already left the 
town and are camping on higher ground, 
but there are still thousands living in 
Ovada. 


DEVASTATION 


Reuter’s Correspondent, on arrivin 
here at dawn from Genoa to-day, bad 
his car surrounded by unfortunate people, 
many of them still in their night clothes, 
carrying bundles and dragging or carrying 
their children in haste to escape from the 
devastation around them. 

It was still raining heavily and peals 
of thunder re-echoed ominously in the 
neighbouring mountains. 

By nine o'clock the hillside above Ovada 
presented an extraordinary spectacle, 
thronged by thousands of persons watch- 
ing for any sign of oncoming waters, while 
down beneath their town lay almost 
deserted. After a time, however, the 
Fascist authorities and the Carabinieri 
issued notices to the effect that there was 
no immediate danger of the other dam 
breaking, and the crowds slowly drifted 
back again down to the town, 


TERRIBLE SCENE 


To-day the scene from the hills above 
Ovada presents a terrible spectacle of 
devastation. The lake above the town is 
now almost empty. Fifteen million cubic 
yards of water have been hurled upor the 
fertile valley of the Orba, turning the 
beautiful countryside, almost as far away 
as the town of Alessandria, 35 miles 
distant, into one huge muddy bog. 

All around are to be seen dead bodies 
of horses, cows, pigs; and other domestic 
animals, while motor cars, bicycles, house- 
hold goods, chairs and tables, all deep in 
mud, add to the confusion. 


THE DEATH ROLL 


The Giornale d’Italia states that, accord- 
ing to the first estimates, some hundreds 
of persons were drowned, but this is 
believed to be a conservative estimate on 
the part of the journal. 

The newspaper also announces that 
more than 200 houses in the Ovada dis- 
trict and four bridges have been swept 
away in the flood.

“HALF OF THE POPULATION 
WILL PERISH” 


Addressing the opening session of the con- 
ference on “ Academic Freedom ” at Oxford 
vesterday, Mr. Bertrand Russell (Earl Russell) 
said that it was of the greatest importance to 
the teaching profession that they should be 
free to express opinions not only outside their 
professional activities, but in their professional 
activities. They in England had more 
academic freedom than other countries, but 
encroachments were imminent. 

““ One danger extremely probable,” he said, 
‘is the enlistment of persons engaged in 
teaching with regard to air raid precautions, 
They will be expected to teach children 
certain air raid drill and tell them about some 
kind of safeguard, although they will know 
it is not a safeguard.”’ 

“On this whole question of air raid pre 
cautions I think it is quite clear from the 
circular which the Government has sent out 
that they are prepared to attempt, perhaps, 
not to their own knowledge, but to the know- 
ledge of all intelligent persons, a slight de- 
ception. 

“People who have made any study of 
poisonous gas methods know that the kind of 
measures proposed are perfectly futile, and, 
therefore, the measures they are likely to 
suggest in schools are likely to be equally 
futile. 

“ Whatever precautions we may take when 
a serious war does arise, if we are involved in 
it, something like half the population will 
perish, and probably in that half there will 
be more than half of the children.”’

MR. BUCKLEY GIVES 
EVIDENCE |

HE public inguiry which was cornmmenced 

I here yesterday by Mr. Cóurtney, Chief 

Pegineering Adviser to the Minister for 

Local Government, in regard to the scheme 
of eighty houses was resumed to-day. 

Further evidence was given by Mr. 

McDonogh, the Town Surveyor, who is 

under suspension by the Minister. 

The dnspector asked him if he had the 

original signed contract, and he replied that 

he had not, but he might get it,in his office 


» if he searched, He said that some of the 


reinforced rafts laid by the contractor were 
not in accordance with specification. 

When asked by the Inspector if he made 
the contractor put the rafts properly in, 
witness said that at no time was it practicable 
to do so. He said that he had made no 
calculation as to the strength and carrying 
capacity of the rafts, and when asked by the 
Inspector if it was difficult to do so he replied 
that before he could do so he would have 
to read up a lot about reinforced concrete 
calculations. 


INTERVIEW WITH MINISTER 


Mr. James Chambers, Chairman, Urban 
Council, gave evidence in regard to.an inter- 
view which a deputation had in Castlebar 
with Mr. 8. T. O’Kelly, Minister for Local 
Government. He stated that the Minister 
told them that there was a lot of talk about 
the sites for cottages in Castlebar, and asked 
their views. He (witness) told him that his 
own personal view was that the site selected 
was not suitable. The Minister afterwards 
— the site, and was favourably impressed 

y it. 

When the Town Surveyor informed witness 
that he was going to resign over the attitude 
of a Loéal Government Department inspector, 
who charged him with dereliction of duty 
when he did not proceed with work on the 
site in question; he (witness) pointed out to 
him that there was a lot of unemployment 
in the town; that the people required work, 
and asked him not to come to a hasty 
decision. Mr. McDonagh then agreed to 
continue. 

In reply to Mr. Buckley, witness said that 
Dr. Hournihane, County Medical Officer cf 
Health for Mayo, was a member oí the 
deputation that met the Minister, and that 
he agreed the site was not suitable. . 

Mr. Walsh, Solicitor for the Council, said 
that Dr. Hournihane did not make a report 
to them, and, consequently, they had not 
summoned him to give evidence. 

The inspector said that, if necessary, he 
would send for him, and Mr. Huggard, 
solicitor, said that he was on holidays. 


CLERK OF WORKS 


Mr. Munnelly, Clerk of Works, gave 
evidence of the nature of the site, which was 
so waterlogged that men in rubber boots 
dug the foundation trenches after pumping 
had proved ineffective. 

In cross-examination, he said that he never 
commumicated his knowledge of the defects 
of the houses. direct to the. Council, but he 
did go. individually to members, making 
detailed reports to the Town Survevor. His 
d:aries and report books were produced to 
show that the Town Surveyor inspected more 
frequently than was disclosed on the opening 
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three times a day. 

Mr. Patrick Mulloy, one of the contractors, 
said that they carried out the work con- 
scientiously and in accordance 
tion. He admitted that the rafts were not in 
accordance with specification; that the build- 
ings had cracked; that the walls were not 
now plumb; that there was no way to remedy

‘He found the site in question water- 
logged, and he reported to the Board, adding 
that there were no arrangements to drain it. 


“A GREAT INJUSTICE ” 


It was owing to his opposition to the site 
that he was called upon by the Minister to 
resign from the Housing Board, but he 
assured the inspector that it was not because 
of his personal grievance he was present at 
the inquiry, but to show that a great injustice 
had been done to the public by selecting an 
unhealthy, . water-logged site, incapable of 
drainage, except at a large expense. 
For this water-logged site, he said, the 
Sisters of Mercy had demanded £125 an 
acre, a seven-foot wall to be erected, and 
expected to cost £820, maikng the cost of 
the site £194 per acre, while exeellent land 
was being acquired elsewhere for £64 per 
acre. 

He read reports he had made calling on 
the Minister to stop the work. . No action 
was taken. He called on the Minister, 
and he refused to see him. He said that 
on this water-logged site eighty houses were 
erected, and thirty-six on the other side 
of the road. The site was so wet and 
damp that, no matter what drainage was 
carried out, the people there would be sub- 
ject to rheumatism and tuberculosis. 


“A MISTAKE”

TRANSPORT DIRECTOR 
ARRESTED

There were swift developments here to- 
day, following the examination of two of 
the men who have been arrested in con- 
nection with the huge smuggling frauds 
just discovered in France, and which are 
estimated to have cost the State £2,000,000, 

One of the arrested men, it is learned, is 
a director of one of the biggest transport 
firms here, and a warrant has now been 
issued against another man employed by a 
wireless firm, at whose head is a mysterious 
woman. 

It has been found that this woman often 
used to meet the transport director in a big 
Havre hotel, and that her visits always 
coincided with the arrivals of American 
liners. | 

A search was carried out to-day in the 
transport director’s house, in an effort to 
trace the identity of this woman, who, it 
was thought, might be the same mysterious 
“ Madame X,” or “ Woman in Green,’’ 
already under suspicion in connection with 
the smuggling frauds. 

In the meantime the Paris police to-day 
arrested a commercial traveller, whose 
name is given as Roger Jean Ognibene, on 
the charge of “ fraudulently corrupting 
civil servants and fraudulently importing 
dutiable or forbidden goods.”

TESTING VALUE OF 


MECHANISED INFANTRY 


The Sixth Infantry Brigade—the only 
infantry unit in the British Army entirely 
mechanised--yesterday completed exercises 
designed to study the problem of movement 
to a new position by night.

BRIGADE CALLED 

In the meantime the Fire Brigade had been 
notified, -but when they arrived a minute 
or two later they found that the a was 
completely filled: with’ flames, which had 
begun to spread to adjoining houses. Flames 
were roaring from the front windows on the 
second. storey, : - 

Captain aí, Chief of the Fire Bri- 
gade, ordered the occupants of No. 62, which 
is next door to Messrs. Booth’s, to be taken 
from their home. Most of them were removed, 
with some of their belongings, to the houses 
of friends, but others had to remain in the 
street until it was safe for them to return 
to their rooms. - 

At about 8.30 the miployés of the firm, 
about seventy in number, began to arrive, 
and they were told by officials of the firm 
that they would be notified when their 
services would again be wanted. 

By about 11 o'clock the main work of the 
Fire Brigade, who had been reinforced by 
four or five other sections, and had been 
using about fifteen lines of hose, was done, 
and there was no danger of the fire spreading. 


STREET CLOSED 


At this time the premises, which, apart 
from the workshops, included two well- 

uipped shops, had been reduced to a heap 
of smouldering ashes, lengths of charred 
wood, and a network of twisted steel girders. 
A glass roof which had covered of one 
of the shops and the works had disappeared 
along with its steel frame. The front wall 
was still standing, supported by the steel 
frames of the windows, Bat several cracks had 
appeared in the brickwork, and the street had 
to be closed to all traffic on account of the 
danger of a further ‘collapse. Only sections 
of the inside walls of the building were left, 
and these presented a grave danger to the 
firemen still hosing the smouldering ruin. 

During the worst of the fire the heat was 
so great the the shops on the opposite side 
of the street were damaged; two, of them 
had’ their windows smashed, and the paint 
on the front of seven or eight was blistered 
and burnt off, 

The shop of Mr. P. Collins, who lives 
exactly opposite the centre of the burnt build- 
ing, was in grave danger at one time. A 
number of flying pieces of burning wood came 
through the window, the glass of which had. 
been broken by the heat, and set fire to a 
quantity of cigarettes. and other : articles. 
The firemen shortly had this outbreak 
quelled, and the. 
damage to Mr. Collins’s stock. 


TONS OF WATER 


The heat became so interise before the 
efforts of the fire brigade began . to’ take 
effect that the people in the houses opposite 
the burning building had to retreat to the 
back rooms, and it was thought that they 
would have to leave the houses, but this 
was not necessary after a time. 

The narrowness of the street hampered. the 
firemen very gréatly, but the fact that the 
fire was so advanéed when it was discovered 
left no chance that any of the property 
rnight be saved, so that their efforts were 
coneentrated- on saving the other houses 
near. 

A great deal of fear was felt among the 
residents in the houses in front of and beside 
the fire before it became plain that there was 
no danger of the flames spreading. Many 
tons of water were pouved on to the smoking 
ruins by the brigade during the day. 


FIRM’S INTENTION 


As soon as possible after the fire had 
started the proprietors of the firm, organised 
a skeleton staff, which they had installed at 
the Grafton Motor Company, 43 Grafton 
street, which belongs to the same owners, 
and where they will carry on the business 
until such time as a new premises can be 
procured. 

Yesterday afternoon firemen were still on 
duty at the ruined premises, and some water 
was being poured into places which were 
smouldering. ‘The street surface was covered 
with many pieces of charred wood, and a 
coutinval stream of water ran in the gutters.

After the long line of boats has passed 
thousands of the sightseers go over to another 
festival being held at the same time, the To‘: 
(Porcelain) Festival, and walk through a lon: 
street of China shops, every one of which i: 
displaying historical and legendary scenes, 
made entirely of China or earthenware. On'y 
the faces of the figures are especially made 
for the occasion. Everything else is fashioned 
of things for sale in the shops. ‘The kimono 
are all made of gaily-decorated plates. Te 
he trees are e of ware pipes

presents a remarkable display of ingenuity.
